Eqr.nl suffrage is in force or has been 


idopted in some form in twenty-nine 
different states and territories, namely, 
Arizona, Arkansas, Colorado, Delaware, 
'daho, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Ken- 
ucky, Massachusetts, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Montana, Missouri, Nebraska, 
STew Hampshire, New Jersey. New 
York. North Dakota, Oklahoma, Ore- 
gon, Pennsylvania, South Dakota, Texas, 
Utah, Vermont, Washington, Wiscon- 
sin, Wyoming. The different forms of 
;he exercise of suffrage have been al- 
nost as various as the states named. 
For instance, in Pennsylvania voting 
iaa been confined to local improve- 
ments. In New York woman suffrage 
ias been limited to school elections. 


Kansas has prescribed that women 


shall have equal privileges with men in 
municipal elections. In Wyoming there 
ias been no distinction in sex in the 
electoral franchise since 1870, and of all 
;he states she has fewer criminal and 
Insane people in proportion to total 
population. Utah, the home of Mor- 
monism, granted to women the ballot 
until the Edmunds law was enacted in 
1870. The Gentiles are now convinced 
that women should vote, and it is prob- 
able that when that territory is finally 
admitted it will be with a provision for 
equal suffrage. 


Further examples might be cited, but 


when the precept is plain and generally 
granted that the woman is the equal of 
man in every province of government 
that regards the welfare of humanity, 
they are useless. Jt is foolish to contend 
that woman is not the equal of man in 
every work that seeks the advancement 
of the young, or that men are better en- 
titled to direct the affairs of municipal 
apd educational reform,—Wonian'g Be- 
corder.

Wnj» of Cooking flantalui. 


The texture of the plantain is such 


that at whatever stage it is used, whether 
jreen or ripe, it must be cooked to make 
it palatable. Plantains are chiefly used 
by the populace while still green—i. e., 
cut at some period before they are full 
frown. They are cocked cither by boil- 
ing or roasting, chiefly the former. To 
successfully i«eel a green plantain with- 
out soiling it, the operation must be per- 
formed with wet hands or with the fruit 
immersed in water. The plantain con- 
bains a measure of tannic acid, and con- 
sequently in boiling in a metal pot has 
a tendency to turn very dark. 
This 


may, however, be prevented by boiling 
a little fat with the fruit—say a bit of 
fat pork. 


Green plantains are also used for 


making soup. For this purpose they 
are boiled and then pounded in a mortar, 
when they form a homogeneous mass 
like dough, which is pttt into soup and 
eaten with it. In the niature but still 
green stage plantains are roasted and 
aaten with butter, pepper and salt, and 
In some cases cheese. In this state they 
are delicious.—Garden and Forest.

LONDON, EngUi d. May 8, 1899. 


Dear Son. and Daughter, Carson (.Hty, 


Nevada:— We are back m this city once 
more, safe and in good health. Will »oi 
rest for a time and see something of Loo 
don and vicinity. It seems refreshing to 
get back among people witb whom we can 
talk with oar months instead of onr hands 
and it is equally refreshing to Ret some 
thing we can read. For over nine weeks 
we had been completely «bot off from com 
munloation from home and country. 


No one knows how fast time slips by 


when tbe mind ia kept bnay on objects of 
great interest. 
It does not seem possible 


that it has been three months since we 
left America. 
Ia like manner, it hardly 


seems real when I think of all tbtt 
passed in that time. 
It requires an effort 


to stop my h»ad from a seeming whirl to 
realize and analyze the crowding scenes 
and blending, mingling pictures of many 
lauds, of towns, cities, mountains, rirers, 
seas and islands, of specimens of humanity 
from every nation under heaven. 


A VOTAOE ON HISSOBIC M4.TTBB8. 


Oar route from Beyront, Syria, was 


among the islandti and near the •bores of 
tbe main land, on a coasting voyage in a 
Russian steamer. 
When we shipped at 


Beyront we thought the ship would go 
direct to Athena, bat when it sailed north 
we learned that it would be oat a week. 
This was all right with the tonrieti, twelve 
in all, for we bad paid onr passage and the 
aeoomodations were good. 


The first atop was at Tripoli, where a 


day was spent in taking on 20.000 boxes 
of orange*, then we sailed under tbe 
southen shore of Cyprus, oat to Bhod.es, 
then by Pattnos, then passed at least fifty 
small Idandi and turned aside to Smyrna. 
From there to Rosa or Coos, (ben in a cir- 
cuitous route to Athens. The whole voy- 
age was very interesting, as it wag on his- 
toric water and among historic islands, 
many of which had been the theater of 
stirring scenes ia past time. 


It was very enjoyable tp take my glass 


and sit on deck and watch tbe ever ohang- 
ng view of sea and island and shore aa we 
rounded new headlands, passed narrow 
strsfts and along low green islands with tbe 
long lines of surf washing (be white sand. 
Sometimes we were so near, the people 
conld be seen working tbe fields and gar- 
dens, the cattle and goats grazing on tbe 
bills; and eft times old ruins on the hill 
tops told their silent story of the past. 
Tbe weather waa mostly clear and bright, 
and the Mediterranean a deep blue. 
The 


clear air gave a distinct outline to objects 
at a distance as well as to those near at 
bond, which uiade it donbly interesting; 
one time I counted nine (alanda, thus out' 
lined. 


AT ATHENS. 


We lauded at the Pieru», seven miles 


from Athens, in the afternoon, and took a 
carriage and d'ove to the city through a 
succession of beautiful orchards auJ wheat 
fields. Whfn we reached it tbe desire to 
aes and realiao that we were fit Ust in the 
histoiio city w»| BO grdat th-it we walked 
till uigbt aloog the 
beautiful streets,, 


among the splendid marble mansions and 
public balls, over their polished floors, en- 
joying the rralii'Uion of one of the bright 
dreams of early life; the real waa fully op 
to childhood's ideal. 


E'»rly ne;t morning we were out, and 


werg soon standing amid tbe rains pf the, 
Acropolis. It was like Baalbeo once more^ 
tbe grandeur, greatness and beauty of the 
fallen towera and temples around me took 
away th« power of speech. 
As I gazed in 


silent wonder, a new tigti$ of history pama 
to me; I could now understand why the 
Greek waa chosen by the Lord to be the 
third Empire in preparing the world for 
(he fifth and enduring one. 


A people who cqqld unite sg muph 


beauty, splendo* and glory In so small a 
space aa the Aorapolis ooald and would 
stamp their characteristic impress on the 
world in a way that would not die. 
Tbe 


ruins aa they lie are far more beatiful than 
the temple in its glorious prlmet for lh.e 
splendor at it* perfeption faded, bat tbe 
splendor of the rains cannot change. 


The Aorapolis is second to Baalbec, 


though more interesting. Baalbeo was not a 
prophetic city, consequently its history and 
influence is lost, while the history and in 
floenee of Athens will live. 


We had planned 
several excursions 


through Greece, but, when I had the 
picture of the Aorapolis io my mind there 
was no room for anything else, S.Q we said 
w.e were done and suddenly departed in a 
steamer for Constantinople. 


THE CITS OF THE TUBK, 


Tbe voyage \o Constantinople was very 


interesting, taking two nights and a. day, al 
the way through scenes noted in history. 


At one turn around a head land we had a 


good view of tbe Straits of Salimas, am 
the guide books called oar attention to 
other places where sanguine naval battles 
bad bees fought.

now desolate and, deserved, had witnessed 
mighty deeds in the past, and orumb1iD| 
ruins told the story of fo»niir life and 
activity,

countenance envy, malice and bate; it 
seemed like the dark, vindictive wickedness 
of all nation* was concentrated there. A 
feeling of unrest took possession of me, 
and the iutecdwd visit or stop of a week 
waa cat abort to two day*, daring which 
time we got a tolerable ido« of the city and 
surroundings.
